Encyclopedia designed especially to attract and interest children from 
ten years on. Good make-up, well printed, attractively arranged, with 
hundreds of interesting illustrations. Alphabetic arrangement. Articles 
are often long and inclusive. Information is made accessable by an ex- 
tensive fact index, which also gives some information not found in the 
body of the book. This index comprises one-half of volume eight; the 
other half contains outlines of study and two articles on modern educa- 
tional methods. The rewritten versions of children’s classics add nothing 
to its value for the library. Will be popular and useful in the home. 
Valuable in the library, but will not replace the World book (Booklist, 
15:5, O 18) which the majority of children’s librarians reporting to date 
find more useful for definite reference work.
